Tue meeting of the straight-out 
Republicans, held in Richmond, Va., 
on the 15th instant, resulted in the 
adoption of a platform which con- 
demns the Mahone coalition and the 
federal administration for aiding it 
in repudiating one-third of the State 
debt.

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE. 


V—MASTER AND SERVANT. 
There are few questions of every 
day law which are less understood 
than those which regulate the rights 
and duties of employers and employ- 
ed—a relationship that in one shape 
or other exists in almost every family. 
These nghts and duties depend in 
this State upon the enactments in 
that regard contained in the Civil 
Code sections 1965 to 2085, subject, how- 
ever, to the construction put thereon 
by the Supreme Court. The relation 
of master and servant is one which 
arises by an agreement or contract be- 
tween, and_ with the-mutual consent 
of both parties, that the one should 
act as the. director, principal or em- 
ployer, and. the other as the employed. 

Itis always advisable that contracts 
of hiring and service should be in 
writing, first because the term of ser- 
vice, rate and time of payment, nature 
of service, etc., are definitély understood 
and agreed on beforehand; and second, 
because an agreement that by its 
terms is not to be performed within 
a year from the making thereof is 
invalid unless some note or mem- 
orandum thereof be in writing and 
subscribed by the party to be charged 
to his agent. (Section 1973, Code -of 
Civil Procedure.) It is not necessary 
that there should be a formal agree- 
ment signed by the party to be 
charged; any written acknowledgment 
containing the terms, as for instance 
a letter or a series of letters, will 
be a sufficient memorandum within 
the statute. It should be remembered 
that when any contract is reduced 
to writing and signed, and kept by 
one of the parties, it is none the 
less binding whether the other party 
has or has not a duplicate or copy; 
for if the party who has it not wishes to 
give evidence of it he can give the other 
notice to produce itin a court of law, 
and if it‘is not preduced, may state its 
contents from memory. 

Under the common law, when no 
time was limited for the duration of the 
service, either expressly or by implica- 
tion, the hiring was.a general one and 
was deemed to be for a year certain, un- 


gave rise to a different presumption. 
Sections 2010 and 2011 of the Civil 
Code have altered the common law rule 
as follows: ‘‘A servant is presumed to 
have been hired for such length of time 
as the parties adopt for the estimation 
of wages. A hiring ata yearly rate is 
presumed to be for one year; a hiring 
at a daily rate, for one day; a hiring by 
piece work, for no specified term. -a0 
the absence of any agreement or cv - 
tom as tothe term of service, the tire 
of payment, or rate or value of wages, a 
servant is presumed to be hir 1 
by the month, at a monthly rate of 
reasonable wages, to be paid when the 
service is performed. When a party a- 
grees to serve another, and ‘the rate of 
wages and term of service arg fixed, and 
after the expiration of the term, the 
parties continue the relation of master 
and servant, it is presumed in law that 
they have renewed the agreement for 
the same wages and term of service. 
In case of domestic servants, the entire 
time of the servant belongs to the mast- 
er, and as to other servants, the time 
of service is such as is usual in the 
business in which they are engaged, 
not exceeding in any case ten hours per 
day. A master may discharge any ser- 
vant (other than an apprentice) whether 
engaged for a fixed term or not: (1.) If 
he is guilty of misconduct in the course 
of his service or of gross immorality, 
though unconnected with the same; or 
(2.) If, being employed about the 
person of the master, or in a 
confidential position, the master dis- 
covers that he has been guilty of mis- 
conduct, before or after the commence- 
ment of his service, of such a nature 
that if the master had known or con- 
templated it, he would not have so em- 
ployed him.” (Sec. 2015) When so dis- 
missed for good cause a servant or other 
employee is not entitled to any compen- 
sation for services rendered since the 
last day upon which a payment became 
due to him under his contract of service. 
On the other hand, an employee who 
quits the service of his employer for 
good cause is entitled to the proportion 
of wages due him up to the date of his 
leaving the service of his employer. 


_| When however a person agrees to work 


for a certain period, at a fixed price, or 
to perform certain services for a fixed 
amount, he cannot break off at his 
own pleasure, without good cause, 

and maintain an action for the work he 
has performed; performance is a condi- 
tion precedent to payment. ‘Ina suit 
to recover for services for half a year 
under a contract to work a whole year, 
plaintiff having quit the employment of 
defendant, it requires slight evidence of 
assent or agreement to apportion the 
contract and allow plaintiff to recover.’’ 

(Hogan v. Litton, 14 Cal. 255.) The 
tendency of the later decisions has been 
to favor the recovery by an employee of 
the valué of his services to the date of 
his leaving the, service. 

In Yeomans y Contra Costa 8. N. Co, 
(44 Cal., 72) if'was held that an ‘‘em- 
ployer is not liable to his employee for 
injuries resulting from the negligence, 
carelessness or unskillfulness of a fel- 
low employee, engaged in the same gen- 
eral business; but the employer must 
exercise due care and prudence in the 
selection of competent servants.’’ The 
above rule has been ‘enacted insthe fol- 
lowing form: ‘‘An employer is not 
bound to indemnify his employee for 
losses suffered by the latter in conse- 
quence of the ordinary risks of the 
business in which he is employed, nor 
in consequence of the negligence of 
another person employed by the same 
employer in the same general business, 
unless he has neglected to use ordinary 
care in the selection of the culpable em- 
ployee.’”” Whenan employer has neg- 
lected to use ordinary care he must ix 
all cases indemnify his employee for all 
losses occasioned thereby. If an em- 
ployer sets an employee to do work that 
is dangerous, the latter may lawfully 
refuse, (unless he was hired to de the 
particular work in question.) He 
should then hold himself in readiness to 
do any proper work that may be given 
him, and so he will entitle himself to his 
wages. If the employer dismiss him he 
has his remedy for wrongful dismissal. 
In Baxter v Roberts (44 Cal., 188) it 
was heldthat ‘One who contracts to 
perform labor for another takes upon 
himself such risks only as are necessary 
and usually incidental to the employ- 
ment,’’ and that ‘If the employer has 
knowledge that the particular employ- 
ment is from extraneous causes hazar- 
dous or dangerous toa degree beyond 
what it fairly imports or is under- 
stood by the employee 
he is bound to inform the employee of 
the fact, and if he fails to do so, he is 
liable to the employee for such damages 
as he sustains by reason of such causes.”’ 
‘The above principle is not affected by 
the fact that the danger known to the 
employee arises from the felonious or 
‘tortuous designs of third persons, acting 
in hostility to the employer, The em- 
ployee is entitled to to ail the information 
the employer may possess, with regard 
to the danger of the employment, aris- 
ing from extraneous causes, to enable | 4 
him to determine for himself whether 
at the proffered conrideration, he will 
assume the risk and incur the hazard.

An 
employee is bound to exercise a reason- 
able degree of skill, unless his employer 
has notice, before employing him, of 
his want of skill. An employee is al- 
ways bound to use such skill as he por- 
sesses, 80 farasthe same is required 
for the service specified, (Secs. 1983-4.) 
An employee entrusted with the goods 
of his employer is bound to take reas- 
onable care of them, and is liable to a 
suit for damages if he fails to 
do so. As a general thing it is 
not worth while to bring suit for dam- 
ages in such acase unless the amount 
involved is very large, because, even if 
he is successful, the employer will have 
to pay the attorney’s fees, and will sus- 
tain loss of time, trouble and vexation.

The complaint covers 
many pages, but its principal points 
are, that on the 2dof November, 1876, 
the City Council passed an ordinance 
granting the Spring and Sixth Street 
Railroad Company the right of way 
through this city for the period of thirty 
years; that on the 14th of April, “1883, 
said company granted and conveyed to 
the plaintiff, the Spring and San Fer- 
nando Street Railroad Company, the 
whole of their property, together with 
all their franchises, etc. ; that the plaint- 
iff has at all times complied with all the 
Tequirements and conditions of the law, 
and the terms of the franchise; that 
they have planked, paved or macadam- 


ized the streets through which the road 
runs, in accordance with the terms 
of the franchise; that the defend- 
ant, the City Railroad Company, 
did; on the 14th day of August, 
1883, enter on Main street, between the

ny, John S. Griffin and assigns, and the 
L. A, and Aliso Street Railroad Compa- 
ny. Therefore the plaintiff prays judg- 
ment.in the sum of $300 damages, and 
also asks for an injunction to restrain 
the City Railroad Company from’ build- 
ing its road. | 


THE MATTER BEFORE THE COUNCIL. 


At the meeting of the City Coun- 
cil last Saturday evening, Councilman 
Schroeder brought the matter up and 
spoke in opposrtion to the tactics and 
policy of the old road. He referred 
to the little raiis and rotten ties 
of the road, und to the accidents con- 
tinually occurring by reason of the 
manner . of its construction. The 
Company, he said, had violated the 
conditions and had not fulfilled the 
requirements of its franchise. He 
thought the Council should™wuthoriz- 
the City Attorney to notify the Pres- 
ident and Secretary of the company 
that unless they withdraw their suit 
for an injunction against the City 
Railroad Oompany an action would be 
commenced for the forfeiture of their 
charter. Councilman Ryan opposed 
any halfSway measure. He was op 
posed to threats, but he would vote 
for a resolution expressly directing 
the City Attorney to bring an action 
to forfeit the charter of the company. 
As stated in this paper on Sunday 
morning, after Mr. Hellman had spoken 
in his own behalf, and a gencral dis- 
cussion had been had on the sujéct, 
a motion was passed that in case the 
Spring and Sixth Street Company did 
not dismiss their suit for an injunction 
against the City Railroad Company, tne 
City Attorney would be authorized to 
bring an action against said company 
to declare their franchise forfeited, on 
the ground that its provisions had not 
not been complied with. 


THE ACTION COMMENCED. 


Yesterday afternoon City Attorney 
Stephenson filed a complaint in 
the Superior Court in the name 
of the city of Los Angeles, 
against the Sixth and-San Fernando 
Street Railroad Company (that being 
the designation of that part of the road 
complained of) for the forfeiture of 
their charter. The complaint, after 
stating the title of the cause, etc., al- 
leges that on the 2d of November, 1876,

to comply, it failed to complete the road 
or any portion thereof within the time 
prescribed by the ordinance, or at any 
tims thereafter; nor did it ever plank, 
pave or macadamize the streets between 
the rails and two feet on each side there- 
of, for any portion of said route; nor 
has it ever made or kept its said roads 
flush with the streets; nor did it ever 
provide the said roads with any cross- 
ings as provided in the street ordinance ; 
nor was the track made so as to 
conform with the established grades of 
the streets where there were such 
rades; nor have any of the conditions 
been complied with by the defendants, 
but all of them still remain entirely un- 
performed. 


A NUISANCE. 


The complaint further alleges that the 
road was not constructed in such a 
manner as would present the least ob- 
struction to the freedom of the streets; 
nur has there been any approximation 
to the performance of the provisions of 
the law in that respect, but the road was 
constructed with rails entirely unsuita- 
ble for the purpose and calculated to 
obstruct the use of the streets in a great 
and unnecessary degree, and to twist 
and break the wheels and axles of ve- 
hicles crossing the same. The road 
constitutes a nuisance to the streets and 
to all persons using the same, and ren- 
ders the same unfit to travel or use 
without great damage and danger, 
The plaintiff also alleges that the said 
defendant now has no right to keep and 
maintain the said tracks and rails 
in the said streets, or to occupy the 
streets or any part thereof with the 
same or any track, at all, and has 
not any right of Way or easement or 
and right, title or interest of any kind, 
in or to the said street, or any part 
thereot. 

THE JUDGMENT,’ PRAYED FOR. 


Wherefore the plaintiff demands 
judgment against the defendant, as 
follows: 

First. That the said. defendant 
has no right of way or easement of any 
kind over the said streets, or any part 
thereof. Second,that the said tracks 
and rails removed therefrom 
and the nuisance occasioned thereby 
abated. ; 

Third. That it be enjoined from con- 
tinting said nuisance. 

Fourth, That it be adjudged that the 
plaintiff is the owner of the said streets, 
and that the defendant has no right of 
way, or easement, or right, title, or in- 
terest of any kind therein, and that 
the plaintiff have such general relief as 
the case may require, together with 
costs of suit. 


_THEeCOMPOSITORS’ STRIKE. 


A Plain Statement of the uase for 
the Impartial Public. 

While the public in general takes but 
little interest in the matter of the strike 
by a few hot-headed boys in the Times 
office last week, and what little incon- 
venience was occasioned by it is rapidly 
disappearing, a few comments on the 
subject may be appreciated by those 
who may have been deceived by the 


mous committees pretending to 
represent the Typographical Union, 
that the just rights of its members 
were infringed upon by _ the 
proprietors of this paper. The Timers 
has always paid the full Union rates for 
composition, and full rates for weekly 
work, and not one of the strikers can 
even deny this fact. Thére is not a 
pretense that the question of wages en- 
tered into the controversy. and if the 
young men who are now appealing to 
the public for sympathy had chosen, they 
might for years have held permanent 
places in this office, receiving the full 
wages that their organization has estab- 
lished. Nota single rule of the Union 
was disregarded, even at the time of the 
strike, and after the incompetent man 
»who neglected his work, just before the 
‘strike, had been discharged for cause— 
not only for his gross neglect, but for 
impertinénce—the remainder of the 
compositors might have continued their 
work in full enjoy ment of all the rules 
and regulations ofthe Union. 

But the strikers, believing that they 
were able to rule or ruin the office, de- 
manded of the proprietors that they re- 
scind their order discharging the imper- 
tinent and incompetent workman, and 
sit meekly down and wait further de- 
mands. This was very promptly refused 
on the part of the Timgs, as it would 
have been by any business man in the 
State orcountry. These are the “Union 
principles’’ which the public is appealed 
to to sustain, and which are appropri- 
ately sustained by the owners of one 
ef the lowest dives and hoodlum-manu- 
facturing establishments in the State of 
California. 

The Union is entirely welcome to the 
‘‘benefit’’ it may derive from the sup- 
port of said ‘‘dive’’ next Sunday. 

One more word: No business men 
with the slightest respect for them- 
selves would have pursued any 
other course than that pursued by 
the Times _ proprietors. Trades- 
unions have their proper place, 
and may be, and often are, of benefit to 
workingmen; but when they, as in this 
case, simply demand that proprietors 
and employers yield all rights and sub- 
mit to whatever insults and gross mis- 
behavior individuals of the organization 
offer. their usefulness is past. The re- 
ported attempt to boycot the Times 
since the strike is not worthy of any 
attention. Only one smalb advertise- 
ment has been ordered out either di- 
rectly or indirectly on account of the 
strike, and since last Saturday night 
the carrier’s book alone shows an in 
crease of twenty-five names to the sub- 
scription list against eight discontinued, 
which is a fair average of the regular 
subscription business of- the paper. 
Any ‘statements to the contrary are 
false. The business of the paper shows 
a steady and healthy increase in all its 
departments. 

The men who are declaring that the 
Times can’t get along without them de- 
ceive themselves but nobodyelse. The 
proprietors are inflexibie in their deter- 
mination‘not to submit to unwarranted 
dictation and unjust demands.

All the Bids for the Central School 


Rejected. 


The High Schogl to he Ulosed Unless the vity 


Council wil furnish More Money. 


An adjourned meeting of the Ci 
Board of Education was held at 7 o’clock 
last evening. Present, Trustee Brous- 
seau, President of the Board, Trustee 
Patton, Secretary, and Trustees Kurtz 
and Gibson. Absent, Trustee Crawford. 


The minutes of the previous meeting 


were read and approved. The special 
commitee to whom was referred the mat- 
ter of the bids on the proposed school 
building on Spring street, opened at the 
last meeting, recommended that all bids 


be rejected. Trustee Brousseau stated 


that the bids,:-were all too high. The 
committee had consulted a practical 
builder, and the bids did not come 
within $ 5,000 of his figures. But the 
principal reason for rejecting the bids 
was that the Board has not the funds, 


-by seweral thousand dollars, to erect 


such a building as the proposed Central 
School. Either a building of less pre- 
tensions will have to be erected, or low- 
er bids will have to be received. 
Trustee Kurtz said that he had at first 
been in favor of rejecting all the bids 
but the lowest, but as there seemed to 
be some misunderstanding about the 
plumbing, and as it was difficult to de- 
cide which of the two bids was the low- 
est he would now concur in the opinion 
expressed by the President. :

MEMORIAL TO THE COUNCIL. 


The special committee appointed at | 


the previous meeting to draw up a me- 
moriale to be presented to the City 
Council, made their report, which was 
accepted and the memorial adopted. 
The memorial reads as follows: 


To the Ifonorable the Council of the}. 


City of Log Angeles: GENTLEMEN—The 
undersigned were appointed a commit- 
tee of the Board of Education to ad- 
dress a memorial to your honorable 
body in regard to your action in fixing 
the amount of the city school fund for 
the ensuing year. In order that your 
honorable body may clearly understand 
the position of the Board of Education 
it will be necessary to make a brief 
statement of what has been done by it 
and what was proposed to be done: 
Shortly after the assembling of the pres- 
ent Board of Education in January last, 
it became évident that the school facili- 
ties of the city were grossly inade- 
quate to the existing and prospective 
demand upon them. The school prop- 
erty on the corner of Spring and Sec- 
and stréets, and that on Bath street, 
known as School Jots numbers one and 
two, had both been long ago condemn- 
ed by fortner Boards, and were man- 
ifestly unfit for school purposes. 
While on the other hand the growth of 
the city had greatly enhanced the value 
of each lot. The Board then con- 
cluded that it would be best to sell 
tbese lots} and with the proceeds pur- 
chase a large lot as near as possible 
to the center,of the residence por- 
tion of the: city, and to erect thereon 
a large twelve-room school building, 
which would meet the requirements of 
the city arid be a lasting ornament to 
the same. After much trouble and de- 
lay the Board finally sold both 
properties. the former to the city for 
$31,000, and the latter to A. Briswal- 
ter for $5,600 making a total of $36,- 
600. Attha same time it was determ- 
ined to carry out the original plan of 
the Eighth Streét School butlding, and 
thereby double its capacity, and also to 
build an addition to the Georgia street 
building. Each one of these improve- 
ments was’ indispensable, and _ the 
Board would have been justly condemn- 
ed had it failed to make them. The 
Board then purchased from Mr. Currier 
tor $12,500,.a large and eligible lot on 
Spring and Fort streets, upon which 
to erect. the large Central School 
contemplatéd as above stated, estimat- 
ing that the same would cost about $35,- 
000. Thus, by aggregating the cost of 
the Currier lots, the estimated cost of 
the the estimated cost 
of the Kighth street addition and of the 
Georgia street addition, we have the 
sum of $54,262, and deducting the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of lots 1 and 2, we have 
the sum of $17,662 as the sum total 
which the city would be called upon to 
pay for school buildings during the year. 
It must not, however, be forgotten that 
the increase‘in school room required by 
the wonderful growth of the city (which 
has at least doubled its population in 
three years), implies a corresponding in- 
crease in the current expenses of the 
schools; and it was the knowledge of 
these facts that prompted the Board to 
urge upon your honorable body the ne- 
cessity of making the school levy suffi- 
ciently large to meet the demand upon 
it. The following estimate of the pros- 
pective incOme of the Board for the en- 
suing year, and of the prospective 
expenditures, is . believed to be 
correct, and is here submitted for 
consideration by your honorablé body: 
City fund, amount on hand July Ist, 
1883, $2,191.74; State, $9,299; County, 
$3,933; probable State apportionment 
for 1883-4, $31,000; County, $16,030; 
amount due from city for lot No. 1, 
$24,000; amount in city levy, $6,396. 
Total prospective income, $92,849.74. 
Amount needed for running expenses, 
teachers’ salaries, etc., $61,000; amount 
needed for Eighth street school, $6,250; 
for Georgia street school, $762; for 
new Central school, $35,000; for furni- 
$00 $3,000. Total amount needed, 


106,012. Actual prospective deficit, 

14,162.26. This is on the assumption 
that we are allowed to lump all of our 
receipts, and pay all of our expenses 
from a common fund, which is not the 
case, so that our first statement, to-wit: 
$17,662, would ‘more. nearly represent 
what the city ought to allow us, not 
including a cent for current expenses. 
From the foregoing statement it must 
be apparent to your honorable body 
that the amount of the city levy, to-wit: 
$6,396, is enfirely insuffiment, and that 
this Board caanot run the daily schools 
unless the amount is increased. The 
Board of Education earnestly hopes to 
be able by your assistance to keep the 
schoois running, but would respectfully 
remind you that unless they are sup- 
plied with the means to do so, the 
High School must be discontinued, in 
order that with the meansat hand they 
may keep the other schools open for the 
full session. Such a course would be a 
dire calamity to our city, especially 
at this time, but the Board of Education 
has no other course open to it, and the 
blame for the necessitv of takipg it will 
not rest upon the Board. The Board of 
Education therefore earnestly requests 
your honorable body to take such prompt 
and effectiye actaon as will relieve it of 
the necessity of adopting that course. 
In addition to the buildings mentioned 
above we would add that this Board has 
been earnestly requested by the resi- 
dents of the Morris Vineyard and adjoin- 
ing neighborhoods, and those of the 
Aliso street tract, to provide school fa- 
cilities, and that the Board feels that 
they are justly entitled to have them.
